On the life-history and affinities of Braula. 
[ Abstract. | 


The eggs were found beneath the cappings of honey cells in the comb of the 
hive bee. The larva tunnels in the wax of the cappings and, in a badly infested 
hive, these tubes form a rather complex whitish network. The digestive canal 
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of the larva was found to contain wax and pollen grains. Pupation takes place 
in the larval tunnel. The pupa is apparently unique among Cyclorrhapha in 
that it is enclosed within the unmodified cuticle of the 3rd instar larva, no 
hardened puparium being formed. It is suggested that this feature is a degen- 
erate change induced by the cessation of a particular phase of hormone activity. 
The imago escapes from the larval tunnel with the aid of its inflated ptilmum. 
The characters of the larva appear to indicate that the BRAULIDAE are more 
closely related to the Acalypterate family CHaMAEMYIIDAE (OCHTHIPHILIDAE) 
than to any other Diptera. Their imagines, on the other hand, have under- 
gone widely divergent evolution. The old group of the Pupipara, to which 
Braula has been long assigned, does not appear to be a natural assemblage 
and should be discarded.
